The  message  then  explained  the  absolute  necessity  of  perfecting  a 
new  national  structure  on  the  hauls  of  a  highly  organized  national 
defense  structure  to  achieve  the  ideal  of  the  Japanese  nation,  while 
coping  with  the  fresh  international  situation  whatever  difficulties  may 
arise. 

CONGRATULATES  FORMATION 

Expressing  congratulations  over  the  formation  of  the  Association  for 
Assisting  the  Throne  as  a  driving  force  of  the  national  movement  for 
formation  of  such  a  new  national  structure,  the  massage  in  conclusion 
■aysi  "While  celebrating  the  conclusion  of  the  Three  Powers’  Prxt  between 
Japan,  Germany  and  Italy,  wo  ar.i  determined  to  realize  tho  mission 
imposed  upon  our  nation  and  fulfill  perfectly  our  duty  of  assisting  the 
Throne  in  the  conduct  of  State  administration.11 

Then  Torajiro  Ushizuka,  former  Mayor  of  Tokyo,  read  tho  written 
oath  to  the  following  effect* 

"In  obedience  to  His  Majesty1 o  command,  we  heroby  plodge  ourselves 
to  assist  the  Throne  in  the  conduct  of  State  administration  internally 
and  to  consolidate  the  league  with  Germany  and  Italy  internationally  to 
strive  for  the  construction  of  a  world  new  order,  thereby  to  ease  His 
Majesty's  mind." 

Representing  the  Gorman  nation,  Ambassador  Ott  mounted  the  rostum  and 
declared  that  the  Three  Power o'  Pact  concludod  between  Japan,  Germany  and 
Italy  is  not  a  mere  political  agreement  made  between  the  Governments 
of  the  three  Powers,  but  it  carries  with  it  a  for  deeper  significance, 
and  the  scope  of  the  allianco  is  far  and  wide. 

MARCHING  AHEAD 

"All  the  Germany  peoplo,  all  the  Italian  people  and  all  the  Japanese 
people  know  that  a  new  world  order  of  Justice  and  righteousness  can  only 
be  reached  through  the  path  common  to  them,  and  since  September  27 
we  are  marching  this  common  read  shoulder  to  shoulder,"  the  German 
Ambassador  went  on. 

"We  are  firmly  determined  that  nothing  shall  daunt  us  from  marching 
on  this  road  until  an  enduring  world  peace  is  established  on  the  firm 
foundation  of  a  new  world  order."  Ambassador  Ott  continued. 

In  conclusion,  the  German  Ambassador  said:  "In  behalf  of  the 
German  people,  we  take  this  occasion  to  tender  our  heartfelt  appreciation 
to  all  those  who  have  made  great  contribution  toward  the  conclusion 
of  the  Three  Powers’  Pact  and  who  have  prayed  for  the  success  of  it." 


Representing  the  Italian  nation,  Ambassador  Indalll  than  said 
that  the  Throe  Poor's  Pact  is  not  directed  against  any  specified 
country  and  that  its  primary  object  is  to  prevent  further  spread  of 
conflicts  which  are  now  wpging  over  the  Continents  of  Europe  and  Asia 

Then  the  Ambassador  declared  that  at  all  ovonta  nothing  could 
check  the  materialization  of  a  new  political,  oconomic  and  social 
form  in  Europe  and  Asia. 

CAN'T  32  STCPr^D 


He  said  in  conclusion  th*»t  it  is  «  sheer  notion  of  absurdities  to 
suppose  that  plutocrat  countries  bent  on  the  maintenance  of  status  quo 
and  the  monopolization  of  special  privileges  could  stop  heroic  marching 
of  the  three  pooples  by  applying  to  their  economic  weapons. 

Then  Foreign  Minister  Katsuoka,  Count  Arima  and  Zenjiro  Horikirl, 
managing  director  of  the  National  Spiritual  Mobilization  Headquarters, 
delivered  addresses  of  congratulation. 


The  meeting  was  brought  to  an  end  at  10  a.m.  Simultaneously  mass 
moetings  at  other  places  were  also  brought  to  a  close. 

After  the  mootings,  120,000  citizens  of  Tokyo  marched  toward  the 
Imporial  Palace,  waging  national  flags  of  the  three  nations,  shouting 
"Banzai," 
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
